Captain Harrison 
Praises the Valor 


Of 82d Division

“Officers Led Men Into 
Jaws of Death With the 
Same Spirit Shown in 
Playing Baseball Game,” 
He Says. 


“Just tell the people of Georgia 
that the Eighty-second division did 
its part and that they will find all 
the particulars in history.” was the 
message given to a Constitution re- 
porter yesterday by Captain George 
L. Harrison, of the 327th Regiment, 
who arrived at the base hospital at 
Fort McPherson with a contingent 
of wounded men. Captain Harrison, 
whose home is at 49 East Merritts 
avenue, is the son of the late Law- 
rence HarrisoOn. and is one of the 
best-known young men of the city. 

tle was a graduate of the first 
officers’ training camp at Fort Me- 
Pherson and received his promotion 
to the rank of captain just before 
he sailed for France early in the 
spring. In irance he has been serv- 
ing under Major Frank M. Blalock. 

Praises Georgia Officers. 


Captain Harrison speaks in the 
highest terms of the Georgia officers 
with whom he has been serving and 
of the spirit they have shown in 
action. 

“They led their men into the jaws 
of death with the same spirit ay 
would show in taking part ina 
baseball game. As for my own part. 
I have done nothing more than any 
soldier would have done, but I can- 
not refrain from praising my fellow 
officers, 

“There is not one left back there 
on the fields of battle who did not 
die as a soldier should. If the place 
in l’rance where so many Enelish- 
men have died is to be called ‘Eng- 
land’s France,’ then it seems to me 
that there are some spots in §&§t. 
Mihiel and the Argonne forests that 
Should be called ‘Georgia’s France.’ 

“IT was closely associated with 
Captain J. Wade Conkling, who was 
Killed in action, and no nobler 
American lies on the field of France. 
His presence in a “Y” hut, on the 
march, or in the battle, was like a 
ray of sunshine to everybody and he 
was loved bv his officers and almost 
idolized by his men. 

“Lieutenant Loyd Bettis, of At- 
lanta. was under my command and 
his record is one that Atlanta can 
be justly proud of. 

“I was: wounded at the Argonne 
forest. My company and the one 
at mv right, which was led by How- 
ard McCall, of Atlanta, was ordered 
to lead the attack at this point. We 
‘hed marched all night and had cross- 
eda river at a point where men had 
to cross in single file and wade in 
water waist deep. We pushed 
‘towards the enemy lines under a 
terrible fire. but my men never 
flinched, and across to the right I 
saw Captain McCall's lines advancing 
as steadily as mine. 

Carrics First Objective. 

“Then a nest of machine guns 
opened up on us. But men of 
Kighty-second do not falter, 
when they know they 
into certain death, and we went 
and captured the first 
This is the message I 
the maior before we started towards 
the second objective: ‘Have 
with 328 men. Have sent back 3% 
prisoners. Have captured three ma- 
chine guns and still going. No one 
hurt as yet. Harrison.’ 

“I was half way to the second ob- 


jective when a one-pound shell took } 
out of my right : 


five inches of bone 
arm. I was the first officer to be 
disabled and I have never learned 
how McCall and his men came out.” 

(Captain Harrison had not learned 
at that time of the capture of Cap- 
tain McCall and some of his men by 
the Germans.) 

“IT walked three miles 
wards the American lines 


back to- 


that reminds me. I 
say something of the wonderful 
service which the Knights of Colum- 
bus. the Red Cross and the Y. 
A. are giving to the army. 
one who gave me aid 
wounded was a K. C. man, 
I was taken over by the Y..M. C. A. 
workers and cared for until the Red 
nurses and doctors took 
charge of me, which was about 
thirty-six hours after I was wound- 


“The onlv tear I saw tn France 
was those in the eyes of “Wap,” a 
little Italian in my company, who 
cried because he as not wounded in- 
stead of me. 

“There is one division of service 
which has never received any notice 
which I would like to compliment, 
and that is the men who work as 
stretcher bearers. There are no 
braver men in the Eigshty-second 
than those who have ecarried the 
wounded from the fields. 

“It is fine to be getting back home. 
but I cannot help regretting that I 
had to quit before the final victory 
came.’ 


BABY FOUND IN WOODS. 


Officers Are Now Making 


Thorough Investigation. 


Lying under a heap of under- 
brush, and neatly wrapped in a bun- 
dle of old newspapers, a baby boy, 
apparently several hours old, was 
discovered early Thursday night in 
a patch of woods a short distance 
from the corner of Clifton and East 
Fair streets, in Kirkwood. No 
clothing was found on the _ baby, 
which appeared to be in perfect 
health, as the rajn and cold had 
not penetrated the'newspapers. No 
clew as yet has been found as to 
its parentage. 

The baby was discovered by Levi 
Wilson, an aged negro, and F. H. 
DeLoach, of 28 Stanwood avenue, 
Kirkw ood, who took it to his home, 
and notified the Grady hospital. At 
the hospital it was stated the baby 
was about six hours old and as 
healthy as any baby its age. 

According to the authorities 
the Grady hospital, Levi Wilson, the 


old negro, was walking through the; 


woods with a cold wind blowing, 


and the rain drenching him, when he 


was startied at the cry of a baby. 


He became alarmed and lost no time,

Senate Committee Lops 
$500,000,000 in Tax Lev- 
ies — Decrease Confined 
Chiefly to Tobacco and 
Luxury Schedules. 


Washington, November 22.—Re.- 
ductions aggregating $500,000,000 in 
the yield frum the new war revenue 
bill were made today by the senate 
finance committee in revising the 
measure downward to the six billion 
dollar total for 1919 proposed by See- 
retary McAdoo. The decrease was 
confined principally to the tobacco, 
luxury and semi-luxury and other 
special and excise schedules, 

Among the more important deci- 
sions today were elimination of the 
luxury schedule proposed in the 
house bill, levying 20 per cent on 
costly articles of clothing and other 
merchandise and estimated to raise 
$184,795,000; elimination of the 
house tax of 2 cents a gallon on 
Gasoline, estimated to yield $40,- 
0Y0,000; reduction from 10 to 25 per 
cent, or about $200,000,000 in reve- 
nue, in rates on many articles class- 
ed as semi-luxuries and 
of about one-half in the house rates 
on tobacco, a cut of about $94,000,000 !

A definition of alcoholic liquors, the 
sale and manufacture of which will 
be prohibited, is to mean distilled, 
malt, vinous, spiritous and alcoholic 
liquors. “Near beer,” it is said, will 
be caught both under the “malt and 
stipulations.

ments in that direction with equal 
care. 

German Defends U-Boats. 

One German officer, who was in- 
clined to be communicative, at- 
tached himself to the correspond- 
ent and said he worked in London 
before the war. He added: “I had 
an intimation, as many of us had, 
that we should be wanted in the 
summer of 1914, so I went back to 
Germany a month or two before 
war was declared. I was not in the 
submarine service at first, but vol- 
unteered for it, and had a fair share 
of luck. You British say it was 
not fair fighting, but we Germans 
believe that the end justifies the 
means. Then you complain that we 
shoot vour men while they are in 
the water Why not? The men 
might be saved and fight us an- 
other day. We should be fools to 
let them.” 

The crew of one submarine, with 
the exception of an officer, were 


all intoxicated. 
The German battleship Koenig 
cruiser Mackensen,

Some naval men, The Daily Mail 
correspondent adds, reject the idea 
that the surrendered German ships 
will ever be returned to Germany. 
They believe they will be divided 
among the allies, including the 
United States. 

Beatty to British Seamcen. 

After the surrender of the main 
installment of the German fleet off 
the Firth of Forth Thursday, Vice 
Admiral David Beatty, commander 
of the Grand fleet, issued the fol- 
lowing message to the men of his

“Tl wish to express to the flag 
officers, captains, officers and men 
of the Grand fleet, mv congratula- 
tions on the victory which has been 
gained over the sea power of our 
enemy. The greatness of this 
achievement is in no way lessened 
by the fact that the final episode 
did not take the form of a fleet 
action. Although deprived of this 
opportunity, which we had so long 
and eagerly awaited, of striking 
the final blow for the freedom of 
the world, we may derive satisfac- 
tion from the singular tribute which 
the enemy has accorded to the 
Grand fleet.

Headquarters of the American 
First Army, November 22.—While as 
an effective military force the Amer- 
ican army remains f{ntact, the home- 
ward movement has already begun. 
Construction of all kinds has been 
stopped and contracts and deliveries 
cancelled where possible, and the 
men whose services have been in 
these and other lines of activity are 
either en route to ports or plans for 
their embarkation are under way. 

The first to go will be the sick 
and convalescent wounded. These 
will be sent home with the greatest 
possible expedition. Certain divi- 
sions, exhausted by replacement 
drafts until only the skeletons re- 
main, are also going home. 

One of the biggest of the present 
problems is the land transport to 
seaport. With the coming of winter 
the French need almost the entire 
capacity of their railroads to distrib- 
ute fuel, food and other supplies 
throughout the country. This will 
delay the transportation of Ameri- 
cans, 

The army authorities are grap- 
pling with hundreds of minor prob- 
lems, both legal and physical, inher- 
ent on possible demobilization.

Washington, November 22.—The 
senate privileges and elections com- 
mittee today voted 9 to 2 to dis- 
miss proceedings brought against 
Senator La Follette, of Wisconsin, 
for an alleged disloyal speech at St. 
Paul more than a year ago. 
majority recommendation, together 
with @ minority report, will be pre- 
sented to the senate when it recon- 
venes December 2 with possibility 
of a contest on adoption of the ma- 
jority report. 

Four democratic and five republi- 
can committetmen voted to sustain 
a motion filed by Senator La,Fol- 
lette’s attorney for dismissal of the 
proceedings which were instituted 
by the Minnesota public safety com- 
mission. Chairman Pomerene and 
Senator Walsh, of Montana, demo- 
crats, voted in opposition and the 
chairman said he would offer a 
‘minority report. Senator Dilling- 
ham, of Vermont, republican, will 
present the majority view to the 
senate. 

Although today’s committee ac- 
tion, which foliowed many meet- 
ings during the past year, was taken 
technically on the dismissal motion, 
detailed statements on the facts, 
evidence and legal points involved 
are expected to be given in the ma- 
jority and minority reports. 

Some committee members said to- 
day that however much of Senator 
La Follette’s speech might be de- 
plored, there was no basis for his 
expulsion. Other committeemen held 
that. there has been long delay in 
the investigation without action 
while the United States was at war 
and that with peace further proceed- 
ings would be untimely. 

A contest may. develop in the sen- 
ate over adoption of the majority 
report, which will be submitted 
when the senate reconvenes Decem- 
ber 2.

That the teachers of Atlanta had 
known for some time that increases 
were possible under the new law in 
spite of the interpretation placed 
upon the statute by some, was a fact 
made public by Miss Julia Riordan, 
chairman of the publicity committee 
of the Atlanta Teachers’ association, 
in a statement on Thursday. They 
were waiting, she says, to see if 
the members of the old board, re- 
ferring especially to Mr. Eubanks 
and Mr. Hickey, would take any step 
to present the matter of raises to 
council 

Mrs. Gus Tripod, in a talk to the 


association on Monday afternoon, 
announced that City Attorney May- 
son had explained that the salaries 
had not yet been fixed. So that the 
revelation which was made by Mr. 
Eubanks has come too late, Miss 
Riordan declares, to-do any good, 

Mrs. George Obear, of the Parent- 
Teacher association of Moreland 
Avenue school, also makes a state- 
ment in which she calls attention 
to the fact that the minutes of the 
school board show that Mr. Eubanks 
has not supported the teachers in 
heir desire for better salaries in 
the past. She gives the references 
to the pages on the minutes. 

Miss Riordan’s Card. 

Mis Riordan’s card is as follows: 
*“‘Dear Sir: In this morning’s Constitution 
Mr. George Fubanks comes. out with the 
statement that there is no reason why 
teachers’ salaries can not be raised now or 
in January. Mr. Eubanks delayed too long 
to make that fact public. Tonight the con- 
vention meets to nominate men for the 
new school board. Mr. Fubanks wants to 
be nominated. Mr. Eubanks has known 
all along that there was nothing in the 
way of an increase in teachers’ salaries.

He 
said he had not yet “looked around 
for a job. as most prudent men do 
before quitting.’ but declared he felt 
like taking at least a three months’ 
rest before “looking for work.” He 
said he hoped to lea@we Washington 
soon after January l, 

Mr. McAdoo said he had no idea 
who would be his “successor or suc- 
cessors.,”’ 

Just a few minutes before the 
press conference, Mr. McAdoo had 
called in his treasury advisers and 
broken the news to them. Utmost 
surprise was expressed by his co- 
workers. There had been only one 
rumor recently of the possibility of 
Mr. McAdoo’s resignation, and that 
was to the effect that he might be 
appointed secretary of war, while 
Secretary Paker went to Europe as 
the president's emissary. That re- 
port was specifically denied at the 
time. It was said that Mr. McAdoo 
had no immediate intention of quit- 
ting either as secretary of the treas- 
ury nor as director general of rail- 
roads. 


M’ADOO’S PAY 
$12,000 PER YEAR. 


Mr. McAdoo receives §12,000 a 
year as secretary of the treasury, 
the uniform salary of cabinet mem- 
bers, and nothing as director gen- 
eral of wailroads. His family ¢x- 
penses are known to have been 
heavy in the last few years, although 
since the war began he has taken 
almost no part in the little capital 
society that remained. Repeatedliv 
the secretary has referred to small 
salaries of government officials, 
though he did not refer to his own 
case. In fixing the salaries of his 
assistants in the railroad adminis- 
tration, he allowed heads of divi- 
sions $25,000 a year, and even the 
minor assistants received $12,000 or 
$15,000. 

Secretary McAdoo is the fourth 
member of the cabinet to resign. 
William Jennings Bryan, the presi- 
dent’s secretary of state at the be- 
ginning of his administration, wae 
the first, and Lindley M. Garrison, 
secretary of war, was the second. 
James C. McReynolds, attorney gen- 
eral, resigned to take an appoint- 
ment to the supreme court. Aside 
from those three changes, the pres- 
ident’s cabinet stands the same aa 
it did six years ago, and his friends 
say he has taken a great deal of 
pride in referring to it as a team. 
At the opening of his second term 
the president asked all the mem- 
bers to remain. 

The rise of Mr. McAdoo to a place 
of influence in the administration, 
which many have declared was sec- 
ond only to the president, was very 
fast. AS a southern lawyer who 
had been interested in transporta- 
tion schemes in southern cities he 
went to New York and accomplished 
the then almost unbelievable feat 
of successfully tunneling the Hud- 
son river for electric trains. One 
of the first men to suggest the 
scheme—if not actually the first— 
was adjudged a lunatic and he lived 
to see the project an aecomplish- 
ment. His name has been forgot- 
ten in the success of the achieve- 
ment. ‘ 

When Mr. Wilson, then governor 
of New Jersey, became a presiden- 
tial probability, Mr. McAdoo was 
Practically unknown to him. But 
Mr. McAdoo took a leading part in 
his campaign, as vice chairman of 
the democratic national committee 
and much of the time, as acting 
chairman, and also as chairman of 
the finance committee. The presi- 
dent-elect chose him for secretary of 
the treasury and many of his ad- 
mirers have pronounced him the 
most capablé since Alexander Ham- 
ilton. 


WILSON RELIED 
UPON M’ADOO. 

At the outset of the president’s 
first term, it was a pastime of ob- 
servers of public affairs to refer to 
“the strong men of the cabinet,” 
generally speaking of two or three. 
It is no reflection on Mr. McAdoo 
to say that his name was not then 
so early included but it soon be- 
came so. It was no secret that the 
president depended upon his advice 
and judgment more and more on 
affairs which ranged outside the 
treasury. He soon began taking a 
prominent part in shaping the ad- 
ministration’s legislative policies and 
he invariably had the backing of 
the president. Possibly that brought 
him into the field of democratic 
presidential possibilities when they 
were being discussed, but so far as 
any one knows, Mr. McAdoo never 


- ae es *. 
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has devoted his attention 
to serving his chief. 

It has been well known in Wash- 
ington that Mr. McAdoo, a man of 
comparatively small personal for- 
tune, has felt that sooner or later 
he must replenish his resoufces. 
Friends at various times have ex- 
pressed some apprehension for his 
health for he has been an indefatigi- 
ble worker and while the duties of 
secretary of the treasury in times of 
world war probably would have tax- 
ed the health and energy of any one 
he did not hesitate to take on the 
railroad administration and found 
time beside to take a prominent 
place in the president’s councils on 
other subjects. While on a recent 
trip in the west he fell from a horse 
and broke a rib, but his friends say 
that had no effect whatever on his 
general health. 

Snee the European war broke out 
in the fall of 1914, Mr. McAdoo’s de- 
partment has faced many big eco- 
nomic problems. Lately the tre- 
mendus Liberty Loans and corrallary 
problems of fihancing war expenses 
have been his principal concerns. It 
was Mr. McAdoo who stood out 
strongly against all treasury ad- 
visers in May, 1917, and maintained 
that $2,000,000,000 was not too much 
to ask the American people to give in 
a single loan. Others argued that a 
half a billion, or at most, a billion, 
was enough. 

Asa leading builder of the federal 
reserve system, an early advocate 
of a great government-built mer- 
chant marine, and a developer of 
eloser commercia] and financial re- 
lations between the United States 
and Latin-American republics, was 
another subject in which he was in- 
terested.

INCOME TAX LAW. 

He played a prominent part in 
preparing the income tax law, which 
replaced the tariff as a principal 
source of revenue five years ago, 
and in developing measures to per- 
mit flexible financial arrangement 
to tide the nation over rough periods 
of financial history during thé war. 
He placed government funds in 
banks of the west and south to fa- 
cilitate the movement of crops, and 
later arraged the distribution of 
government funds more uniformly 
through the country. 

Four days after the Furopean war 
started, Mr. McAdoo asked and ob- 
tained special legislation to permit 
the issuance of a half billion dollars 
of emergency currency through nas 
tional banks to tide the nation ovet 
this critical period. He also recom- 
mended enactment of the measure 
permitting the government to write 
war risk insurance on ships and 
cargoes and lives of seamen, and the 
brueau administering this later took 
charge of paying allotment and al- 
lowance checks to dependents of 
soldiers and sailors and the adminis- 
tration of life insurance for these 
men. 

Mr. McAdoo’s department had 
charge of the collection of four bil- 
lions of taxes last year, and the 
raising of nearly eighteen billions 
in Liberty bonds and war savings 
within the last nineteen months.
